Next Tuesday is election day and 
the people who show enough interest in 
their system of government to go vote 
will be faced with a ballot that is larger 
than this paper. 
The only contested race on the Gen­ 
eral Election part of the ballot is the U. S. 
Senate race between John Tower and 
W aggoner Carr. 
The part of the ballot that will con­ 
fuse the most people is the 16 amendments 
to the State Constitution that must be de­ 
cided. 
Because so many people fail to un­ 
derstand the amendments they just mark 
them all out. This year this attitude would 
be bad because at least two of the am end­ 
ments are important to the future of Texas 
These two are number seven and 
number eleven. The first one is important 
not because it repeals the poll tax since 
the Supreme Court has already done this, 
but because it sets up an annual regi­ 
stration system. The liberal element in 
the state would like to see a permanent 
system where it would be easier to get 
last minute mass voting. The amendment 
would provide for registration as we have 
alw ays known it in Texas with just the 
elimination of the tax. 
The other one would double the Texas 
W ater Development Fund to help supply 
more water for Texas. This is a loan fund 
and would not add to the tax load. 
The other amendments are basically 
matters that should be determined by the 
legislature but can not because of our out 
dated constitution. 
Because all of the amendments are 
important to some segment of the state 
and 
detrimental 
tc 
none, 
the 
Herald 
would urge the passage of all 16.
